RKVKNUE REFORM IN MEXICO.

Onerous Restrictions Upon Trade to bo 


Be moved, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The bureau of 


American republics has received a copy 
of the plan for the abolition of Inter- 
national customs duties in the republic 
of Mexico, recommended to the gov- 
ernment by a committee appointed some 
months ago. It is well known by all 
who have studied tlie subject that 
tho 
system 
of 
customs 
dues 


imposed 
upon 
imported 
merchan- 


dise by the states and municipal- 
ities of Mexico, in addition to those 
imposed at the custom house Don tho 
border by the general government have 
been a source of great anaoyance and 
a serious obstacle to the extentiou of 
trade; therefore tho several states, at 
the suggestion of the federal power, 
committed to a committee of eminent 
economists the duty of proposing a 
solution of the problem. 
After nearly 


a year devoted to the investigation of 
the subject 
they recommended tho 


adoption of the following, substitute for 
article IfM of tlie constitution of the 
republic: 


AnriCLB 124. From the first day of 


July, 1893, both national and foreign 
merchandise shall be absoluely free in 
its circulation within tho national ter- 
ritory- As a consequence: 


1. Neither the federal government 


nor those of the states shall imjio.se any 
of the tnxes known as the Alcabala 
Potesea consume, and package dues 
or any other tending to prevent or 
restrict 
the 
movement of 
goods. 


Neither shall 
they impose any tax 


on 
the 
mere 
transit 
of 
goods 


in tlie internal commerce of the coun- 
try; subject to taxationof any kinder 
the introduction of merchandise into, 
or the extraction of merchandise from 
the territory of any of the states, or 
forbid cither operation except for rea- 
sons of police; impose differential du- 
ties on domestic goods according to the 
place of their manufacture or origin, 
nor establish any distinctions in taxa- 
tion excepting such as are founded on 
the kind and quality of goods. 


3. Only the federal authorities are 


empowered to impose transit duties 
and then only on foreign merchandise 
passing1 through the country. 


3. Neither domestic merchandise nor 


foreign merchandise legally imported 
shall in its circulation through tho 
country be confined to any given routo 
or 
be 
liable 
to 
examination or 


search, 
or 
need 
to 
be 
accom- 


panied 
by any official 
documents, 


however, all such regulations as tho 
federal authorities draw up for the in- 
troduction of foreign merchandise. 


4. Foreign merchandise, when con- 


verted into domestic merchandise by a 
process to be be more exactly determ- 
ined by a special law, shall be on the 
same footing as domestic merchandise 
as regards general and local taxes.

Engineer Woodruff, of the Illinois 


Central, Receives Fatal In- . 


juries in a 'WreoH. 


George Woodruff, the welljknown Illi- 


nois Central engineer, met hiB doom yes- 
terday afternoon in a railway accident at 
Arcola. At that place the T. H. i- P. 
road crosses the Illinois Central track. 
A T. H.,& P. freight was crossing about 
2 p. m. yesterday and heid succeeded in 
getting all but one car across when a 
Central "light" came south toward the 
crossing at a rapid ^rate of speed. The 
Central engineer and fireman realized 
the danger and the fireman jumped. 
Woodruff remained at his poat. The 
big mogul engine struck the oar and 
overturned it, at the same time the en- 
gine overturning, catching the faithful 
engineer beneath the wreck. 
Woodruffs 


legs were caught iu the debris, but his 
body was loose. 
A horrible 
death 


awaited him. "The escaping ateam and 
sculding water Boon 
enveloped him. 


Woodruff could talk with the men who 
were busy trying to extricate him from 
his positiu and he pleaded earnestly that 
some one kill him, that death would be 
preferable to the awtul suffering he was 
enduring. 
Will DoArmand, a farmer 


in the crowd, distinguished himself by 
his heroic work. He knelt in the bojling 
water and with his hands and a spade 
dug the mud und soft earth from the en- 
gineer, finally succeeding in getting him 
out. Woodruff was carried to the Aroolo 
Hotel and physicians eummonded. At 
first it was thought he would survive the 
terrible scalding, but he grew worse and 
at 7 o'clock the poor man's sufferings 
were ended. He died from the internal, 
injuries he received. The deceased was 
a married man, 28 years of age and a res- 
ident of Champaign.
